This is the first banknote 
Mr. Burmister signed as acting cashier in Phoenix. Interestingly 
enough, Burmister was also the first cashier at a little institution 
in San Francisco, that being The Bank of Italy National Trust and 
Savings Association aka The Bank of America. Nine different 
banks issued 1882 brown backs in the Territory of Arizona. A 


total of seventeen notes of all denominations of the type are 
documented as surviving.

The First National Bank of Central City, charter 2129, was 
organized on September 15, 1873 with a capital of $50,000, 
and was chartered on October 31. The doors were opened for 
business on January 4, 1874. A few months later on May 21, 
fire broke out a few blocks away from the bank. Realizing it was 


only a matter of time until the flames reached them, cashier 
Young and the bank janitor, an African-American man named 
Henry Poynter, stuffed $100,000 in paper money, $300,000 in 
securities and other valuable papers into a large metal lard can, 
which Poynter secretly buried under the porch of his house. 
The large gold-weighing scales and apparatus, ledgers and 
records, and other items they put into the vault. Several days 
later the rubble had cooled to the point at which the safe could 
be opened. Although some papers were scorched, everything 
else was found to be intact. Poynter unearthed the paper money 
and securities, which were safe as well. The First National Bank 
quickly went back into business in temporary facilities. By 1875 
the bank had found a new permanent home on the first floor 
of a two-story building on Eureka Street. By 1879 the banks in 
town were doing a combined purchase and shipping business 
of $125,000 to $200,000 worth of gold per month. The offered 
Black Charter note is a famous rarity in its own right and is a 
tangible reminder of the golden days of Colorado mining.

Doc Holliday lived in Leadville in 
1884 (the same year the bank closed) and was tried for murder 
during his short stint in town. He was acquitted in March 1885 
despite overwhelming evidence that he was guilty. Stories like 
that live on, but the boom days of Leadville are long gone. The 
1880 census shows a population of 14,820, today it is 2,693. 
This banknote is a direct piece of memorabilia from those 


fabled days gone by Only four other notes are known from this 
charter. They are also first charter fives. One is listed without a 
grade.

The earliest of the four is just ten serial numbers 
away; it is a repaired but attractive VF. None of the three notes 
listed as AU from sheet 2928 have ever been offered at auction 
before. A student of Montana nationals will quickly notice the 
signature of C.E. Conrad. Charles Edward Conrad was born in 
Virginia but called Montana home from the age of 18 until his 
death at 52. He came to Fort Benton in 1868 with his brother. He 
appeared to enjoy working with family. The signing cashier on 
this note is Joseph Amos Baker, C.E. Conrads brother-in-law. 
After making millions in Fort Benton by the age of 40, Conrad 


was able to explore the region more and ended up founding the 
town of Kalispell. He was also the first president of his privately 
named Conrad National Bank of Kalispell, for which a cut sheet 
of serial #1 brown backs is known to exist. We can tell based on 
the serial numbers that these first charters were issued towards 
the end of the territorial era in Montana. Based on the excellent 
state of preservation and the fact that the #1 Kalispell notes 
exist, it would not surprise your cataloger if this Fort Benton 
note and the Kalispell notes were personally saved by C.E. 
Conrad. This PMG 53 officially makes this the nicest third party 
graded Montana territorial.

It was exactly a year ago that your cataloger got to write this 
description about the #1 Lancaster, OH $100 Red Seal: “Owning 
a serial number one $100 1902 Red Seal instantly puts your 
collection in the stratosphere with names like Kelman, Krause, 
Shiva, and Walter. There are only five to go around. And if 
you are waiting for the sixth #1 to be found, don’t hold your 
breath. Your cataloger can only think of maybe 4-5 1902 $100 
red seals that have been added to the census in the last decade. 
And those new discoveries were all low grade generic serial 
number notes saved by accident as part of cash hoards. Saving 
a $100 bill in 1904 was a financial commitment. Bankers like 
to focus on return on assets. Tying up $100 for the sake of 
posterity clearly didn’t happen much. We know that 403 #1 
$100 red seals were printed, and now, 110 years later, just five 
have surfaced. The five notes are from Leadville CO, Sargent 
NE, Bridgeton NJ, Milwaukee WI, and Lancaster OH.” At the 
time of that description there was a big question mark around 
where the Sargent banknote was. That question has now been 


answered. This note was last seen in the 1970s and it has been 
in the same collection ever since. One would love to know what 
the price tag was back then; it was surely a mere fraction of what 
this note will bring today. Condition wise, this Sargent is at the 
back of the pack of the five known #1 $100 red seals, but it is 
easily the most desirable in terms of bank and state rarity. Some 
minor repairs are noted on the back along with a small amount 
of foreign substance mentioned by PMG. Sargent had just one 
national bank with a mere three banknotes known to exist. The 
other two notes are both circulated $100 blue seals and really 
shouldn’t even be mentioned in the same sentence with this top- 
200 national banknote.

Some have speculated that these were issued during 
the intaglio reprints in 1995. However, that is not the case as these 
are printed in the correct issued colors unlike the souvenir cards. 
The souvenir cards also do not have the counter foils in place. The 
purpose of the changing of colors and the elimination of the counter 
foils for the souvenir cards was so they could not be cut up and passed 
as genuine proofs. What we do know is that these are genuine ABNC 
printed proofs most likely for internal archival reasons that are not 
documented. We do not know exactly how many proofs were printed 
but we do know that the smallest denominations were the most 
plentiful in the archive with possibly as many as a dozen or more 
examples of the $10 found. A very rare and interesting piece of pre¬ 
statehood Hawaiian history that should attract some spirited bidding.

Besides this note, to our 
knowledge, it appears only on some rare United States Land Grant 
certificates issued for War of 1812 veterans (so-called “40 Acres and a 
Mule” certificates; see our John Herzog Collection sale, August 2018).

An illustrious tradition 
has followed collecting this type with Hard Times Tokens and 
Obsolete Currency. Much is known about the issue and much 
is unknown. However, graphically it stands above all the 1837 
satirical issues that relate to Bank of the United States. It is 
essential for any well defined collection of Bank of United 
States notes and Hard Times Tokens. Printed on thin onion 
skin-like paper, similar to some other satire notes and scrip of 
the period.. Large format, slightly more than banknotes of the 
period. A defining satirical cartoon in the form of a slightly 
oversized obsolete banknote of the period. Engraved by David 
Claypool Johnston, without imprint. The designs and texts are 
extremely detailed (easily the most complex of the period). As 
if the composition were a cacophonous symphony, there are 
three major vignette ‘suites” featured on the note. At the top 
center is a Martin Van Buren faced cat, atop bank deposits, 
riding a 200,000 JACK ASS POWER wagon being pulled to the 
left as a ‘’juggernaut’” by the ‘’Loco Foco’” radical Democrats 
wearing their yokes of OFFICE. Others sacrifice themselves 
underneath the chaos. Behind them are Jackson and ‘’John Bull” 
congratulating themselves on the situation. The Tories to be 
consoled were British bankers who were to profit from Jackson’s 
fiscal policies. At the far right is Jackson dressed as an old maid 
trampling on VOTE OF CONGRESS, PEOPLE’S RIGHTS, 
and COMMON SENSE in small type. He’s holding the flag of 
CONSTITUTION and an oar of VETO is projecting from the 
globe to his left. This is a clear reference to the influential and 
detested ‘’Kitchen Cabinet” of Jackson’s first administration. 
The left end vignette faces outwards and sideways with framed 
title GLORY ENOUGH. The jackass has the head of Jackson 
and behind is Van Buren as a monkey, hat in hand. The sign 
points TO RUIN and in fine print underneath Treading in the 
footsteps of his illustrious & c’ The vignette is flanked by two 


different satirical counters. In the bottom center, underneath the 
‘’juggernaut” is ornate text. In the center, a human faced dung 
beetle (most likely Thomas Hart Benton) pushes back on a ball 
titled 12-1/2 CENTS/SHINPLASTER over a re-creation of the 
Greek legend of Laocoon, priest of Apollo crushed by a serpent 
for warning the Trojans of the danger of the massive hollow 
horse left on the battlefield by the deceitful Greeks.

A high grade example and one of the finer examples seen 
or cataloged by us. The 1986 Leidman Sale example was also 
printed on this onion skin type paper and was later sold in 
the 1990 Memphis Sale by NASCA division of R.M. Smythe 
(lot 1779). Originals are very rare. We have seen less than ten 
other originals including one printed on rag paper (The Ford- 
Alan York Collection example). The Schingoethe Collection 
also contained an example which was sold in December 2006 
for $6,325.00. The Rulau Plate Note is not pedigreed and might 
be the Leidman Sale note (location unknown, but last publicly 
sold in the 1990 NASCA-Smythe Memphis Sale for $1,980.00).

Descriptive Lists and Bank Note Reporters 



Numismatic bibliophiles and serious numismatists collect objects from their 
particular fields for their beauty, history, and the personal connections they 
form with them. They also, often without realizing it, collect the knowledge 
contained in these objects as well as the individual histories of the pieces. This is 
especially so with books. Numismatic bibliophiles are very aware of a volumes 
connections with overall numismatic history and the relationship that a book 
has with the coins, medals, or paper money it is about. The MJS Collection fits 
such a definition of a collection ably. It was formed across over a quarter-century, 
gathered for its relevance, rarity, beauty and, significantly, its relationships with 
American paper money. The volumes offered here mirror the later Obsolete 
Banknote issuing period and most of the descriptions within them provide the 
only record known of many note types. This second offering from the collection 
complements the initial selection cataloged and sold by us in March 2019. It is 
not only vast in scope - like the March sale - but it also maintains the highest 
standards of quality of such books ever cataloged for sale. 


Our March 2019 offering of the MJS Collection Part 1 emphasized detectors 
using “rules” such as the initial Foote detectors and most famously, the multiple 
types of Heath’s that were included. That sale also contained remarkable 
Autographical and Pictorial detectors. The items offered in our 2019 ANA 
World’s Fair of Money sale are an important continuation, featuring two 
other major genres of counterfeit detectors: Descriptive Lists and Bank Note 
Reporters. Descriptive Lists are detectors that describe the vignette structures, 
layouts, and other information of a note for the publisher’s clients to compare 
banknotes to. The initial 1855 Dye’s Bank Note Delineator offered here is 
considered the first of its genre, and quickly evolved into the Hodges’ volumes. 
The descriptive pages were designed as a grid with the vignette details brief 
due to the small space of each “rectangle” in the grid. However, the quantity 
of listings in 300 some pages was extensive. These large volumes were usually 
poorly made, and their tall size made them susceptible to handling and damage, 
as they were not a perfect fit for standard shelves of the period. Choice, originally 
bound examples are very rare. The majority of the Hodges’ offered here have 
been expertly bound in three quarter Morocco leather and are now beautiful 
and sturdy examples. For the first time, the Dye’s/Hodges’ series is examined and 
assigned “Sullivan Type” letters. Of the 18 different types confirmed by Michael, 
there are 15 cataloged for sale here. 



The Gwynne & Day Descriptive lists that followed were published in fewer 
editions than the Hodges’, however, their format was different and the note 
descriptions were vastly more detailed than those confined within the Hodges’ 
“grid.” The current offering also includes several rare different types of Bank 
Note Reporters in their original paper wrappers. Most of these are very rare and 
all are interesting. Related supplements printed by these publishers, such as 
those featuring coins in circulation, are also cataloged in this second part. 

Like the first sale in March, many of these detectors and related items 
are the only examples known to us. As we stated in March, this library 
has been masterfully built and studied. The items are all significant 
on an individual basis. However, together they greatly expand 
overall knowledge about American Currency and numis¬ 
matic literature. Each represents an important 
opportunity to obtain something of great beauty 
and importance.

Notes: Only two other examples have been offered at auction in the 
last 40 years (see Stack’s-Kolbe-Ford Library Part I, 2004, lot 427 and 
Heritage-Newman Part XI, 2018, lot 15206). The deteriorated Newman 
copy was bound in embossed cloth with a printed lithographic front 
wrapper. The Newman part XI sale lot description, authored by 
David Fanning, elaborates on this landmark title: “An extremely rare 
and important volume. Its groundbreaking status as the first work to 
provide detailed information on genuine bank notes is stated by Dye 
in the introductory text: “The Paper currency of the United States is so 
varied in design, that the Counterfeiters could sport on the ignorance 


of the people, for no Detector that was ever published described the 
genuine note, the force of all publications that are devoted to money, 
being directed towards the spurious, altered and counterfeit.” Dillistin 
(page 146) observes that Dye’s groundbreaking work “appears to have 
had a rather brief existence” but that soon thereafter “J. Tyler Hodges 
... undertook the publication of Hodges’ New Bank Note Safe-Guard. 
The description of the notes and the style in which they are presented 
is identical with that of Dye’s Delineator .” Dillistin concludes Hodges 
pirated the Dye publication, but this is now held to be unlikely, 
given that Hodges’s Safe-Guard was published for a number of years, 
apparently without any objection for Dye, and that the first edition of 
Hodges would seem to have been printed from the very same plates as 
Dye’s Delineator —all of which suggests a legal transfer of ownership. 
Whatever its ultimate legacy, Dye’s landmark 1855 work is very rare.” 
Importantly, he also notes the ANS Library lacks a copy and it was not 
in Champa, Fuld, nor Bass libraries.

Distinguishing Features: Pages 3-287 are identical to Dye’s 1855 work. 

Notes: The first work of this genre, as discussed in the prior description, 
is Dyes Bank Note Delineator , 1855 followed by J. Tyler Hodges 1856 
work noted here using the same plates. Dillistin notes that “there can 
be no question that Hodges’ publication was originally prepared from 
the identical plates used by Dye.” Charles Davis concluded “the Dye 
was published in but a single edition, raising the possibility that one 
legally succeeded the other.” Regardless of what the link between Dye 
and Hodges was legally, all [researchers] agree Hodges’ and Dye’s 
were printed from identical plates and both bear “identical errors in 
the spelling of place names.” The Hodges’ work is distinctive for the 
individual depictions of 27 note layouts per page (9x3 format). The 
depictions visually identify the locations all of primary design elements 
and their relative positions on the banknotes. J. Tyler Hodges printed 


the Delineator starting in 1856 then retitled it as the Bank Note Safe- 
Guard in 1857. Publishing responsibilities transitioned to Daniel M. 
Hodges, J. Tyler Hodges’ brother, resulting in Hodges’ American Bank 
Note Safe-Guard (1861 and 1862 revised edition). Finally, responsibility 
fell upon Daniel M. Hodges’ son, Edward M. Hodges, yielding the 1862 
(unknown to Dillistin transition volume, Sullivan Type N as offered in 
this collection) 1863, 1864, and final 1865 editions. 

The only other example traced at auction is the inferior Champa- 
Newman copy (Bowers & Merena, Champa Part I, November 1994, 
lot 340, subsequently Heritage’s Newman Part XI, November 2018, 
lot 15307). The Newman Part XI sale lot description discussion is 
as follows: “The very rare first issue of what came to be known, in 
subsequent editions, as the Bank Note Safeguard. The Hodges family 
were publishers of a prominent New York bank note reporter, along 
with several other similar publications, from the mid-1850s to the mid- 
1860s. According to Dillistin, this important work was pirated from 
John Dye’s 1855 Bank Note Plate Delineator , but this is almost certainly 
incorrect. This 1856 issue was unknown to Dillistin and, given that it 
appears to have been printed from the identical plates used for Dye’s 
1855 work, it would seem that the copyright had been legally secured. 
All of the various editions are rare, but the first edition offered here 
is very rare indeed. The binding on this copy is damp-stained; text 
generally free of staining, though occasional exceptions are seen. Good 
to very good.” There is also an example in the ANS Library. 

This MJS example is a lovely book. Within its elegant Sam Ellenport 
binding, sharp contents and fully Fine or better, Internal pages clean 
throughout, but with some penciled corner page marks made in 
modern era. Yellow wrappers bold, perhaps slightly trimmed at the 
front. Colorful and exceptionally visual. Ex: Gordon Frost Library 
sold as Kolbe & Fanning 2012 New York Sale, January 7, 2012, lot 297. 
Essential to any significant numismatic library and important in the 
grand scheme of Hodges’ detectors.

These 
useful publications were gradually enlarged and revised by brothers 
John Tyler and Daniel Milton Hodges and, in 1862, the work was taken 
over by Daniel’s son Edward. It remained in the latter’s hands until the 
final edition of 1865. Front cover nearly detached, along with opening 
blanks; text generally very good or better.” This example is clearly 
superior.

Notes: Most Hodges’ extant are in a poor state of preservation since the 
spines were manufactured weakly and the books were taller than most 
book shelves. This is superior to most Hodges’ encountered. 

Fully original and choice; extremely rare as such. The bright pages and 
bold decorated boards are appealing. There is only very faint looseness 
in the binding. The appearance of the Postal Currency is key content. 
Ex: Kolbe & Fanning 2012 New York Sale, January 7, 2012, lot 302;

In 
their “BANK NOTE REGISTER” they reported on Ormsby s notes 
for the common purpose that “the suppression of such circulation, is 
for the public good...” It is logical, that those notes, being bad, would 
be supplied as evidence and “returned” after the case as stated in the 
circular.

Good overall, but strengthened splitting with expert 
conservation. Despite some condition faults from the brittle paper, 
significant.

No Bank of Germantown $1 (the “Polar Bear” note printed 
by the ABN. or $2 notes are listed in the 1862 Gwynne & Day which is 
not surprising since the last issue described was June 9, 1841 (Hoober 
305-12 and 305-14). The January 15, 1862 emission date probably was 
too late to be found and recorded in the 1862 Gwynne & Day. The 
second supplement with pagination [145]-165 ending with Canadian 
banks includes Mechanics Bank, Philadelphia $1 and $2 notes listed 
as Hoober 305-398 and 305-400. Hoober indicated the imprinted date 
is April 15, 1862. No $1 or $2 notes on the Mechanics Bank are listed 
in the 1862 Gwynne & Day nor in the supplement above. This further 
supports the emission sequence as the second supplement. The third 
supplement with pagination [ 165] -168 ending with a list of “Broken and 
Closed Banks” is definitely the final of the three supplements. The 1862 
Gwynne & Day lists a $5 Bank of Crawford County, Meadville note 
matching Hoober 230-9 dated Jan. 8, 1862. There is no information 
for any other $5 notes on this bank in the two preceding supplements. 
The third supplement describes a different $5 note on this bank which 
matches Hoober 230-10 dated Feb. 1, 1863. It is interesting to note that 
the Eric Newman Obsolete Currency collection had examples of all 
three Pennsylvania notes cited in our rubric for the sequencing of these 
supplements. Perhaps, Eric observed this as well and was thwarted as 
we were by lacking an 1863 edition, not confirmed in a known library 
for comparative examination. Once disbound, now professionally 
strengthened and whole. Cloth faded to brown with light mottling. Ink 
William T. Anton, Sr. stamps twice on title page and first blank leaf. Sold 
with the above supplements which are all very good or so in individual 
mylar sleeves. Ex Bowers & Merena Champa Part III, September 1995, 
lot 2327 at $310.06.

A notice in the April 1, 1857 issue of The 
Journal of Finance and Bank Reporter states: “We inform our numerous 
subscribers that the undersigned have combined their two journals 
into one-MONROE’S JOURNAL OF FINANCE and HODGES’ 


BANK NOTE AND FINANCIAL REPORTER-the two being hereafter 
published under the title of JOURNAL OF FINANCE AND BANK 
REPORTER. By this combination we have sought to benefit our 
subscribers, and through them to benefit ourselves. How well we shall 
succeed in this endeavor we shall leave the future to demonstrate.” 
The Oct. 1, 1857 issue includes a notice advising that “JOHN TYLER 
HODGES’ connection with the JOURNAL OF FINANCE is dissolved 
by reason of the expiration of the term for which it was contracted. The 
JOURNAL will be published as heretofore by the original proprietor.” 
The first issue of Hodges’ Journal of Finance and Bank Reporter , dated 
two days later on Oct. 3, 1857, reiterates the explanation, noting that 
“parties having bills or open accounts against the late Firm will present 
copies thereof to the subscriber for adjustment.” Dillistin (page 105) 
writes, “John Tyler Hodges and Daniel Milton Hodges, brothers, and 
Edward Milton Hodges, a son of Daniel, were prominent publishers 
of a bank note reporter from about 1856 to 1866. ... Entirely reliable 
information is not available for the first few years of their venture in 
the publishing field. The volume numbers on their reporter in later 
years indicate that the first issue appeared about 1856. About 1857, a 
weekly entitled Journal of Finance & Bank Reporter was published by 
Monroe & Hodges.... The issue of January 1, 1861, appeared as Hodges’ 
Journal of Finance and Bank Note Reporter..’.’ The present group allows 
us to significantly improve upon Dillistin’s history of the firm, due in 
no small part to the number of 1857 issues present here, including the 
transitional issues between the various titles. While Hodges’ Journal 
boasted of a circulation of 100,000 by 1858, they are very rare today, 
mainly due to their ephemeral nature-a trait they share with most bank 
note reporters.” 

This is not only a real showpiece overall, but contains an immense 
amount of important information pertaining to the what we refer to 
today as the “Obsolete Banks,” with primary source information of 
bank failures, closings, and “thrown out” banks. Some of these editions 
contain supplements issued for Hodges’ books. The lovely condition 
of the majority of these individual bank note reporters is not to be 
overstated. Such paperbound issues are more often than not, rarer than 
the Obsolete Banknotes they report upon.

No 
similar European works are known, though about two dozen 
American painters specialized in this genre, and this paintings 


creator dabbled in the form. Michel Jacobs was born in Canada 
in 1877 and studied at the National Academy of Design, the 
Ecole des Beaux-Arts in Paris and in Berlin. He served in the 
U.S. Army during World War 1 as a camouflage expert. After 
the war he founded the Metropolitan Art School in New York 
City. While in Los Angeles during 1930-31, he lectured, taught 
at his studio, and painted portraits. He died in Rumson, NJ 
in 1958. Jacobs would have been just 20 when he created this 
work, clearly experimenting in an art form that was very much 
in vogue at the time. Though a good imitation of the original 
note from arms length, a close study of the painting reveals 
that certain details are extremely faint or even absent, such as 
the 1891 series date, perhaps purposeful obfuscations in order 
to evade any potentially applicable counterfeiting laws. Here 
is a fascinating work that combines art, financial history, and 
numismatics and that would make a fine addition to the walls 
of an office or study.

On September 28, 1988 the American Bank 
Note Company auctioned off several elaborate collages that 
comprised of proofs that belonged to the foreign and United 
States bank notes which they had once printed through 
Christies Robson Lowe New York. 

A total of Ten frames were sold but just seven contained a 
combination of bank notes from select countries and various 
postage stamps. The former only consisted of vignettes 
and stamps. All seven were resold in Sotheby’s October 24, 
2007 auctioned as “Property from the HSBC Corporate Art 
Collection”. Each frame brought a minimum of $109,000, 
with the top frame realization bringing in an excess of 
$300,000 in that sale. It is to our understanding that six of 
the seven were purchased from that sale and donated to the 
Numismatic Collection of Yale University. To the best of our 
knowledge, this is the only example that contains bank note 
proofs from the ABNC archive that is available to collectors. 

At the center is a circular engraving of the Peruvian Coat 
of Arms. Above, “AMERICAN BANK NOTE COMPANY” 
tails across the entire frame. Below “NEW YORK”. A bust 
of Washington is located at the bottom center. Around 
the border are 26 small portraits of Presidents, and others 
that have been used on various bank notes issued by the 
American Bank Note Company. “AMERICAN BANK¬ 
NOTE COMPANY, NEW YORK.” etched into the gold 
painted wood frame in large letters at the bottom. 

There are a total of 23 bank note proofs, from the United 
States, Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Panama, Peru, and Nova 
Scotia. There are 158 stamps proofs from: (16) Buenos Aires 
1869 Law stamp essay, (16) Peru 1866-67 20 cent, and (126)
